A return receipt postcard was included in the application and this was received at this 
address. However, as several months elapsed without receipt of a confirmation, I applied 
for and received a customer number about a month ago. Using the customer number, I 
looked up the status of the application and discovered that a Notice to File Missing Parts 
of Non-Provisional Application and the Acknowledgment of Receipt had been mailed on 
June 8, 2004 to the correspondence address, but were returned as 'undeliverable' by the 
US Postal Service. Furthermore, the two month period for paying the fee under the 
Notice had elapsed. 

I subsequently contacted USPTO to cure the problem but was referred to an electronic 
phone system to request the appropriate form. Unfortunately, the form I received last 
week was for trademark cases. 

I again called USPTO today and was informed that I could file this petition under 37 CFR 
1.181(a).
